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HITLER TRIES 10 
DESTROY LONDON 


¢ unbelievable headlines said in the month of 

September 1940 that men were doing their best to 
destroy the biggest city man has yet raised on this 
planet. ‘The men were Germans sent out in bombers 
by the Supreme War Lord of Nazi Germany. The

The Battle for Britain seemed to be approaching 
aclimax, Two months of mounting daylight bomb- 
ings had not crippled England. But slowly the Ger- 
man bombers had forced the abandonment, at least 
y, of fighter-plane bases southeast of Lon- 
worn out the strength of the overworked 
fighter pilots, slowly filled British front-line squad 
rons with replacements. The Germans have lost 4,009 
plane crews. But their reserves of planes and pilots 
seemed inexhaustible. 

On Aug. 24 began a new kind of attack. Its ob- 
jective was the city of Greater London. ‘The bomb- 
ers made first for the reservoirs west and north of the 
city, to cut off London’s water supply. Later they 
sent just enough bombers by day to set fires to guide 
the huge flights of night bombers. They smashed at 
the London docks and at the crowded slums around 
them, notably the Jewish East End. 

‘The British retorted with a new and more intense 
“box barrage” of anti-aircraft. But it seemed that 
fewer fighters were going up against the Germans. 
And against night bombing there is really no 
Fact it was that the front line of England had ceased 
to be Dover and had become London itself. 

‘The charge across the Channel by the Nazi armada 
seemed very close. And yet the destruction of Lon- 
don was only an indirect preparation for such a 
charge. The bombs that spread agony in London 
would have been more useful on airfields, plane fac- 
tories, coastal ports and naval bases. Apart from the 
basic war industries in London, the blow seemed di- 
rected mainly at the morale of England. 

In this crisis the friendly courage of the English 
was proving magnificent. Motorists drove with cars 
full of workers. A woman walked up to a delayed- 
action bomb to pick up two foolish kittens. Another 
pushed up to King George VI and told him, “I'll bet 
ole ‘itler daren’t go among his folk like this.” The 
workers’ favorite columnist, Hannen Swatfer, wrote: 
“After its most awful night, East London smiled. 
All classes and all creeds forgot their barriers. Di 
ferences that Fascism tried to foster, Nazi bombs 
destroyed.” Old women walked out among bombs 
to give tea to fire fighters who kept working until 
the signalman atop the building pointed up, mean- 
ing that a bomb was falling. Within 50 ft. of big 
fires, pubs kept open. The mass heart of England 
rose to the challenge, smiled and hardened in anger.

Candidates speed up campaign tempo as U. S. speeds up action on defense 


Last week the U. S. Presidential campaign began 
shifting into high. President Roosevelt made his 
first admittedly “political” speech—which hence cost 
the Democratic National Committee some $30,000 
for radio time instead of 

ing free like his “non- 
political” addresses. And 
Wendell Willkie got up off 
the floor where he has fig- 
uratively or literally re- 
lined most of the time 
since his nomination and 
went into vigorous action, 

The beginnings were 
ominous. Every bomb 
that fell in Britain was a 
crashing summons for 
Americans to close ranks. But Henry Wallace (see 
i) went on appealing for the “Main Street vote, 
not the Wall Street vote.” Candidate Roosevelt, 
speaking to a convention of the Teamsters’ Union in 
Washington, made a straight-out appeal for re-clee- 
tion as the champion of workers against their em- 
ployers. “There are some,” he declared, “who would 
not only stop now the progress we are making in 
social and labor legislation but would even repeal 
what has been enacted during the past seven years 
on the plea that an adequate national defense re- 
quires the repeal. They would seck unlimited hours 
of labor; they would seek lower wages: they would 
seek the cancellation of those safeguards for which we 
have all struggled so long.” The President pointedly 
absolved “the vast majority of small businessmen” 
from harboring these ariti-social sentiments, Notable 
was his failure to absolve any of the big businessmen 
to whom U. S. defense is now committed. 

Wendell Willkie talked national unity for all he 
was worth, But no observer failed to note that while 
his reception in some parts of Chicago on Sept. 13 
was extremely enthusiastic, reaching its greatest 
height in the Loop business district, it was decidedly 
cool when he appeared before stockyard and fac- 
tory workers. 

‘The great job of both Roosevelt and Willkie be- 
tween now and November would seem to be to con- 
vince the nation that as it faces its greatest crisis 
they aspire to be not leaders of classes or factions 
but President of the whole American people.

Neill was too good for him, winning the match 4-6, 6-8, 6-8, 
6-3, 7-5, Fans agreed it was the most popular victory since 
Don Budge stopped Germany's Baron von Cramm in 1987, 
Don MeNeill is 22, was born in Chickasha, Okla, and this 
spring was graduated from Kenyon College. Last year he 
terrupted school to take a long round-the-world tennis trip, 
playing matches in India, China, Japan, Egypt and all through 
Europe. He beat von Cramm last summer and won the French

FROM COTTAGE TO CASTLE 
IS LIFE STORY OF LAVAL 


P erre Laval was never a butcher or a butcher's son. He wishes he had been 
one. His native village of Chiteldon, in the heart of the dark and frugal 
mountains of Auvergne, has this day only 700 inhabitants. It was never big 
enough to support a butcher. Laval’s father was a small grocer. And Laval 
had to go to Paris and become a lawyer before he could hope to ask the hand 
of the daughter of the mayor of Chateldon, M: 
Paris before World War I, Laval later managed to become one of the great 
corporation lawyers of France. 

Today Politician Laval stands on his political record: he was the man who 
refused to see justice in the fact that after World War I, Britain al 
mitted herself to be more apprehensive about Italy, athwart Britai 
terranean lifeline, than Britain permitted France to be about her aggressive 
neighbor Germany. Today the co-author of the Hoare-Laval Deal—whereb3 
Italy would have got Ethiopia without fuss and become France’s friend— 
thinks Paris was « high price to pay for Addis Ababa.

out of defeated France curiously lacked tension or any suggestion of natal 
violence. The Government itself seemed to be a little self-conscious about 
the almost holiday atmosphere of Vichy. “The Marshal” decreed that in 
the dining room of the Pare no champagne should be served, so that if you 
wanted a bottle of Cordon Rouge ’28 you asked for “Vichy ’28” and, 
emptied out of its lordly bottle, it arrived in an iced carafe. As a further 
touch of austerity Vichy is subjected to a partial blackout. Since no win- 
dows are shaded and since street lights burn at principal corners all night 
long, the chief practical effect of Vichy’s blackout seems to be to conserve 
fuel. If this is Fascism, a lot of Germans and Italians would like to have 
so gentle a brand, 

One looks long and hard in Vichy or in any other part of Unoccupied 
France for evidence of iron totalitarian control, It is true that Free France 
no longer operates under a constitution providing for representative gov- 
ernment. It is true that’ the present regime is composed of soldiers and 
men who under the republic were extreme Rightists. But it would also 
appear to be true that on that last terriblé Sunday night in June at Bor- 
deaux, when the Army had broken on the Somme, the Rightists and the 
generals were about all that was left of French authority. The Left, which 
has not heretofore in this century missed its chance to snatch at power in 
times of national disaster, failed to make its bid. Léon Blum and Léon 
Jouhaux, France’s biggest labor leader, were headed for Switzerland. The 
socialist deputies seem to have been as sick of French parliamentarianism 
as their more conservative colleagues. The receivers who took over bank- 
rupt France certainly had no great faith in the principles of the Republic, 
1936-40 style, But they were the only receivers at hand. 

Probably no one has been so disappointed in the accomplishments to 
date of Pierre Laval’s emies, of which he has 
a great number, part Je France. His government has brought 
scharges against a dozen of its most important predecessors for involving 
France in a war for which it is claimed she was not prepared, a move which 
bearsymuch surface resemblance to the familiar scapegoat trials of Ger- 
many and Russia, Yet Article One of the constitution of the Riom court 
specifies that there shall be no death penalty imposed, and a further article 
provides that any penalty can be modified or set aside by the Chief of 
State, old Marshal Pétain. If this is Fascism it is nursery Fascism. 

. There are, of course, no Germans in Unoccupied France. ‘There is 
almost no army, it having been demobilized by the terms of the armistice. 
Order is maintained by the local and national police. About 20 depart- 
mental prefects have been shifted or removed since June and important 
changes have been made among high officials in the Gendarmerie, Sdreté 
Générale and municipal police, ‘The proletarians of France have yet to be 
heard from. ‘This may be due to the fact that the Left is lying low because 
the Nazis are just across the line, It may also be due to the fact that as 
yet there is singularly little expression of popular opinion in France. ‘The 
French are stunned, ‘They have been invaded and occupied in whole or in 
part for 17 of their 19 centuries, but never with the paralyzing impact of 
the German blitzkrieg last June, 

‘The French have never heen noted for their sense of publicity, but surely 
no new state was ever launched in the modern world with so little convoca- 
tion of popular opinion as L’Etat Frangais. There are no posters in Unoe- 
cupied France, except those left hy the withdrawing Germans stipulating 
the number of francs exchangeable for a mark, ‘The Government radio 
station works only sporadically. And yet the Vichy Government has ac- 
complished considerable immediate good. 

With almost no gasoline left at its disposal, with mail, telephone and 
telegraph service discontinued between the two zones except for official 
purposes, with less than one-fourth of the pre-armistice train schedules 
now in operation, 3,000,000 refugees will have been repatriated. 

Labor and industrial regulations are promised from Vichy every day, 
but the fact remains that until communications are re-opened between the 
two zones, there will be need of none because there is now almost no in- 
dustry on either side of the demarcation line. Industrial unemployment

Herbert Hoover, the Republican Party and all its 
works have throughout the years enjoyed the sup- 
port of Henry Clay James, Bud's father, who out- 
wardly resembles Jim Farley.

James came from St. Paul and went to the Univer- 
sity of Minnesota. James Sr. was working for the 
Northern Pacific Railway in Tacoma when Lloyd 
was born in 1915. Two years later he went to 
France as a captain in the Rainbow Division Signal 
Corps. Subsequently the family moved back and 
forth between the West Coast and St. Paul as Mr. 
James rose in the engineering world, superintending 
construction of the Fort Peck Dam spillway and 
ending up in comfortable ownership of his own 
construction company and a string of filling sta- 
tions around St. Paul. 

Life in the James household was middle class and 
solid. Bud was accorded wide personal freedom for 
a boy of his age. He was often ornery at school. 
“Lam now on the third floor and hate my teacher,” 
he wrote his mother when he was 10, and this fore- 
shadowed a long feud with organized education.

city editor of the school paper, a track athlete, star of the class play, 
but above all an enigma to teachers.

Bud merely filled in all the spaces 
with any words that came into his head, and was thereafter amazed 
to learn that he had passed with a grade of C. Thus convinced that 
all examinations were hopelessly phony, he went to his school 
adviser and asked him to recommend a college with no examina- 
tions. At length the adviser came up with litele Commonwealth 
College, at Mena in the Ozarks. For further advice Bud got in 
touch with a former Commonwealth student, who said that the 
college was all right but that they taught Marxism, “I don't care 
about that,” Bud replied. “I just won't go to Sunday School.” 
Thereupon he dashed off impetuously to Commonwealth and soon 
learned that Marx wasn’ all religion, 


Bud encounters the left wing 


Bud’s earliest contact with the left-wing movement had come at 
a Boy Scout jamboree at a time when he was earning his expenses by 
running a delivery route for the conservative Saturday Evening Post. 
As the Scouts entered the grounds they were surprised co sce their 
Scoutmasters and the police beat upsome ““bedraggled-looking guys” 
and confiscate the literature that they had been distributing. Burst- 
ing with curiosity, the boys hunted down a copy of the literature and 
read it surreptitiously in a locker room, where they learned they 
were “tools of the capitalistic imperialists preparing you for war.”” 
Bud thought the whole thing was pretty ridiculous bur he remem- 
bered the beating up of the bedraggled guys. 

When Bud read the Autobiography of Lincoln Steffens, just as he was 
getting out of high school, he at once decided that clean government 
was the solution of all the problems of the country that were begin- 
ning to dawa on him. For this Bud grandiosely resolved to organize 
a party of like-minded young men. They would learn all about 
government in college and thea run a vigorous clean-government 
campaign in a small town. They would get elected to all the offices, 
whereupon people would immediately recognize their boundless 
merit and elect them to the State offices. Finally Bud would clean 
up the entire U.S. and, presto, all national problems would be solved. 

At Commonwealth, however, Bud's ideas underwent a change. 
He learned about unions. Previously all he had known was that he 
was against them, for he could remember how his father made him- 
self a union hero of the Northern Pacific during the strike of 1922 
by leaving his desk and filling in on a manual job left vacant by a 
striker. As a boy Bud saw pickets on the streets and grew up with 
the conviction that they were all thugs and that, union or no union, 
a man would get his just deserts if he were a good worker. At the 
end of his six months at Commonwealth his opinions were reversed. 

‘Transferring as a brash freshman to the University of Chicago, Bud 
became a radical celebrity. Returning from a Communist-backed 
meeting for the Scottsboro boys on the Negro South Side, Bud and 
two classmates were standing late at night on a corner when a police 
car drove up. ‘‘What the hell are ya doing here?"’ barked the Law. 
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mity at University of Chicago was one of the most acceptable, Alpha Delta 
Phi. Other members include President Robert Maynard Hutchins, Franklin D. Roose- 
velt, Col. R. R. McCormick, publisher of the Chicago Tribune, archfoe of Bud (arrew). 


“Waiting for a streetcar,” replied Bud, whereat the trio were im- 
mediately hauled off to jail. Radical literature was found on one of 
the boys and they were held 36 hours incommunicado. Charged with 
distributing “advertising macter without a permit,” he was tried 
and acquitted after weeks of ballyhoo by the International Labor 
Defense and campus mass mectings over the cause célibre, Handbills 
were distributed about the campus crying: “These arrests are th 
latest in a series of police outrages. Students, defend your civil right: 

Glowing with righteousness, Bud James of the Red Squad imme- 
diately became a campus Dreyfus. On the strength of this notoriety 
and, as he says himself, “probably because I looked so American,” 
he was elected chairman of the National Student League on the 
campus, a struggling little group of a score of earnest Communists, 
fellow travelers, a few sudsy radicals of the type that ends up in the 
Young Republican Builders. 

Bud was too vacillating to be another John Reed. For a time he 
began to lose interest in the “movement,” giving as an excuse his 
opinion that his radical friends were too inept, more likely to antag- 
onize than to accomplish. His fairly conventional tastes in other 
aspects of life led him co join Alpha Delta Phi, where the brethren 
encouraged him to go out for such campus activities as the Daily 
Maroon. When the routine freshman assignments proved boring, he 
moved on to the Dramatic Association, where he scored his greatest 
success as Androcles in Shaw's Androcles and the Lion. This triumph 
was too much for him, and although assured he could be president 
of the Dramatic Association, he felt he had won sufficient acclaim 
and retired. 

Bud took full advantage of the Chicago plan, which requires no 
classroom attendance. He skimmed through by diligent cramming 
for the six-hour comprehensives. Finding his original choice of po- 
litical science dull, he buzzed about from department to department, 
lighting briefly on such courses as Paul Douglas’ Labor Problems and 
the pre-legal class of Mortimer Adler, of How to Read a Book. He got 
out of the latter after the first few weeks when he found it necessary 
to study outside in order to answer Adler's classroom quips. 


Bud becomes a professional radical 


Just before he left Chicago, Bud had a renaissance of radical 
fervor, which came about when the American Student Union, 
Socialist-Communist-Liberal successor to the defunct N.S. L., made 
him president, because of his “good Anglo-Saxon face."” Bud spent 
less time at the fraternity house, soon had the A. S. U. humming 
with activity. He went in active charge of the Chicago A. S. U. 
delegation to the now-famous Vassar Convention in Poughkeepsie, 
N. Y. For two days the convention bogged down in endless par- 
liamentary discussion, until fidgety James could stand it no longer. 
Crying, ‘We want action!" he jumped to his feet and led a howling 
mass of feminine delegates outside to make a bonfire of their silk 
stockings as a gesture of defiance against Japanese aggression. 

Bud was the hero of the convention, which promptly elected him 
editor of the Student Advocate, national organ of the A. S. U. Without 
even bothering to finish college, Bud left to take over the Advocate’s 
office in New York, which he found so heavily saddled with bills 
that he could only put out one issue. 

Considering the small number of jobs open to a professional ob- 
jector, Bud James has covered his field remarkably well. He left 
the A. S. U. in 1938 for the Communist Midwest Daily Record in 
Chicago as the only non-Communist on the staff. Bud wrote sports, 
which he reported much as Karl Marx would have covered a New- 
port garden party. In one feature story about Joe DiMaggio, he 
managed to atta Jacob Ruppert, Shirley 
Temple's salary, * anti-union tendencies of 
big-league baseball and discrimination against Negro players. 
Anxious to justify DiMaggio in the eyes of his readers, Bud offered 
thera tais comforting observation: 
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YOUNG PINK (continued) 


“If the fan who resents Joe's salary, because his own is so low 
would try to raise his own salary Joe certainly wouldn't object. If 
Girdler and Ford aren't paying their workers enough, that is no 
reason why those workers should fight DiMaggio because he is 
trying to get his share of the gate from Ruppert.”” 

Bud became an organizer and publicity man for the Packinghouse 
Workers Organizing Committee when it was preparing to strike 
against the packing houses. The strike, as it happened, never came 
off, but it gor Bud into jail again, this time charged with violating 
a city ordinance against distributing leaflets. But he turned the 
tables on his oppressors, for the judge discovered that what Bud 
had been distributing were copies of a U. S. Supreme Court decision 
upholding the right to distribute leaflets. This is what Bud, with 
great justice, calls persecution, although he uses the words persecu- 
tion and prosecution interchangeably. Whenever his side is haled 
into court, it is persecution; but in the case of an Insull or Whitney, 
he is being prosecuted 

For the P. W. O. C., Bud wrote a speech for a local Chicago radio 
station. He cited every one of the murky blots on the packers’ tar- 
nished escutcheon from the fatal embalmed beef of the Spanish- 
American War to the monopolistic scandals of World War days. 
Ie was terrific. Bud, however, is planning soon to accept an invita- 
tion to spend the next weekend that he can get away from the job 
visiting at a North Shore estate. 

In Germany, Italy, Russia or even England, young men who be- 
have like Bud, James are, of course, usually put behind the bars. 
If the U. S. goes to war Bud too may find himself so situated in the 
near future. At present, however, he contrives to enjoy not only a 
free bu a pleasantly social life on the restricted financial basis co 
which his beliefs tend to restrict him. He reads a good deal of Upton 
Sinclair, John Steinbeck, Vincent Sheean, almost any magazine from 
Fortune to the New Masses. Big-league baseball he follows closely 
and likes to discuss with any passing cabdriver or bartender. Bud 
likes the movies, he says, “but I am getting sick of the professional 
patriotism which is flooding the theaters.” He likes to dance and 
listen co good music and would even like to learn to fly, “but I don’t 
want co do my flying in Europe.”* 

For a while Bud knew an attractive North Shore girl with an 
abundance of common sense who threatened to pull him out of the 
doldrums. He took her to college parties, but her family lived in 
such constant fear that she would do something drastic in keeping 
with Bud’s ideas that they imposed rigid curfews on her dates and 
dragged her home every weekend. At length the family won, Occa- 
sionally Bud goes out with Chicago girls, but all such affairs are 
necessarily on the girls, for Bud's weekly income as secretary of the 
Workers Alliance is about $8 a week. 

With great complacency Bud visits friends who are always glad 
to have him around. He is often out at the elbows and held together 
by a safety pin, but he does not yell in drawing rooms. His current 
hosts are three young Chicagoans, including the Midwest corre- 
spondent of the conservative New York Herald Tribune. 

Nowadays the large, less-articulate sections of American youth, 
although they may share some of Bud’s pacific convictions, find him 
an embarrassment, much as he once embarrassed his fraternity 
brothers at Chicago. The house, which was carefully trying to cul- 
tivate improved relations with the faculty, was being honored with 
an unexpected call from the Dean of the Chapel, in the club living 
room, and the boys were doing their best, a bic awkwardly, to 
entertain their caller when from the floors above came an unearthly 
racket. This was followed by a series of crashes on the stairs as Bud 
and his roommate, who had chosen that afternoon to get merrily 
plastered, came tumbling happily down.
